Mr. Purdy Green Sands, civil engineer, of Port Chester, 
N. Y¥., die@ June 14, aged 48. 

Capt. Nelson Mackey, President of the Mackey Brick & 
Tile Co., of San Antonio, Tex., died June 8, aged 73. 

Mr. Wolcott B. Newberry, mining engineer, of Colorado 
Springs, Colo., and son of the late Dr. John S. Newberry, 
Professor of Geology and Palaeontology of Columbia Uni- 
versity, died in Newport, R. I, June 12, aged 36. 

Mr. George Focht, proprietor of the George Focht Iron 
Works, Hoboken, N. J., died June 20. He was born in 
Eisenach, Germany, March 13, 1823, and came to this 


country in 1849, settling in Reading, Pa. He invented the 
Focht self-dumping coal bucket and established a plent in 
Reading for its manufacture, In 1866 he went to Hoboken 
where he established the Focht Iron Works. 

Mr. F. A. Hermany, son of Mr. Charles Hermany, M. Am. 
Soc. C. E., Chief Engineer and Superintendent of Water- 
Works of Louisville, Ky., was drowned on June 18, at 
Troy, N. Y. He was a member of the junior class of the 
Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute. 


Col. Henry Flad, Past President of the American So- 


_ciety of Civil Engineers, of St. Louis, Mo., died suddenly 


in Highland Park, Pittsburg, Pa., while out walking on 
June 20. He was born in Germany 74 years ago, and re- 
ceived his education in the College of Spire, Rhenish Ba- 
varia, after which he took a two years’ course in the 
School of Engineers of the University of Munich, gradu- 
ating as a civil engineer in 1846. He was employed as 
an assistant engineer on the government improvements 
on the River Rhine and on other governmental public 
works until 1849, when he was elected Captain of a pio- 
neer company in the revolutionary army of Baden. The 
revolution failed, and he was, with others, sentenced to 
death, but escaped to the United States. Here he ob- 
tained a position as a draftsman on the Western Division 
of the New York & Erie R. R., and was subsequently ad- 
vanced to the position of Assistant Engineer on the 
Buffalo & New York City R. R. Next he became Resi- 
dent Engineer on the construction of the Ohio & Mis- 
sissippi R. R. In 1854 he was appointed Resident Engi- 
ncer on the Mountain Division of the Iron Mountain R. R. 
In 1861, at the outbreak of the Civil War, he enlisted in 
the Third Missouri Reserve Regiment, but was soon 
afterwards made Captain in the Engineer Regiment of the 
West, and by the end of the war he had attained the rank 
of Colonel of Engineers. He then settled in St. Louis, 
Mo., and became Chief Assistant to the late James P. 
Kirkwood, M, Am. Soc. C. E., the well-known hydraulic 
engineer. In 1867 Col. Flad was appointed a Water Com- 
missioner of St. Louis, and served in that capacity until 
June 1, 1875. He was Chief Assistant Engineer under 
Capt. Jas. P. Eads on the construction of the St. Louis 
bridge over the Mississippi River from 1867 to 1874. In 
1877 he was elected President of the Board of Public 
Improvements of St. Louis, and held the position for 
many years. For several years past he has been a mem- 
ber, and one of the most active, of the Mississippi River 
Commission, Only last week he attended the annual 
meeting of the Commission in New York city. Mr, Flad 
was elected a member of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers on Feb. 15, 1871, and was the President of that 
Society in 1886. A portrait and biography of Mr. Fiad 
were published in Engineering News of July 3, 1886.

Mr. Dow, of 
Midland, Mich., read a paper entitled ‘Purification of 
Water,”’ while Mr. A. J. Wurts, of Pittsburg, concluded the 
boat session with an address on “Lightning Arresters.”’ 

At the Duluth meeting a paper by Mr. Wm. 8. Horry, 
+ “Electric Smelting of Ores,” was presented. This was fol- 
lowed by a discussion upon the advisability of grounding 
the neutral of a three-wire system.
